BEING TALKED AND PLANNED 


IN EARNEST; LEAGUE BUSY

The movment for disarmament is 


beginning in earnest, and Prime 
Minister MacDonald. sailing from 
England on September 28 to visit 
President Hoover, may find the 
road to International reduction of 
armaments is longer and rougher 
than the journey across the At- 
lantic. 


With Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States separated by a small mar- 
gin on agreement on their respect- 
ive naval forces, France made plain 
last week of the five-power con- 
ference, at the back of the minds 
of the statesmen at Washington, 
will not be easy. 
France placed the League of Na- 
tions squarely in the path of the 
American president and the Brit- 
ish 
prime 
minister. Anything 
achieved at Washington, or at Lon- 
don later, if the five-power con- 
ference Is held there next January, 
Is for France but a step towards an 
international disarmament confer- 
ence under the auspices of the lea- 
gue. She would like this meeting 
to consider all armaments, air and 
military as well as naval. 
Issues between the five Important 
naval powers are many and com- 
plicated. On the subject of subma- 
rines, where England and America 
alone could swiftly reach an ac- 
cord, France, Italy and, to a less 
extent, Japan stand opposed to the 
Anglo Saxon viewpoint. All three 
will fight to keep their submarines.

AMERICAN AVIATOR 


TO START IN RACE 


VALBUENA FLYING FIELD, 
MEXICO CITY, Sept. 23.—W—Art 
Goebel, American flier, took off 
from the Valbuena flying field as 
the first racer in the Mexico .Clty- 
to-Kansas City air derby at 11 a. 
m., today .His first scheduled stop 
was Tampico. 
He was the only American to 
take off and was followed at two- 
minute Intervals by five Mexican 
army fliers participating 
In the 
air derby. 
They were Col. Roberto Flerro, 
noted Mexican airman, 
Captain 
Luis Verdeja, Lieut. Carlos R'ibl- 
rosa, Captain Felictano Floreg and 
Lieut. Col. Fernado Proal. 
Ten minutes before Goebel hop- 
ed off, the pilot ship began its 
Ipht to Tampico. It carred Floyd 
I'cICenzie,

Charles Hopkins of 
Parks 
And 
Tulsa, Okla- 
homa, and W. Lewis of Kansas 
City. 
The planes quickly left the Val- 
buena field and disappeared in a 
blue haze which overhung their 
lofty starting place. All .were ex- 
pected at Tampico within two 
hour*. 
Up to the time of the departure, 
Mr. Lewis, who was In charge of 
the 
the entries, had not heard from 
other American pilots ex- 
pected to participate. All efforts 
to locate these filers in the United 
States or Mexico were futile, and 
it was decided to proceed with 
Goebel as the only American en- 
trant. 
The race will serve not only 
as an international test of pilots, 
but also of the ships two of which 
were built in Mexico. These were, 
piloted by Captain Flores and 
Lieut Col. Proal. They were manu- 
factured here by the Mexican Avi- 
ation ' Corps Shop* .and are called 
Azcarate after General Juan Azca- 
rate, head of the military aviation 
force." . 
The fliers expected to arrive at 
Brownsville, Texas, about 4 o'clock 
this afternoon. They will spend 
the night there.

DETROIT, Sept. 20.—W)-Sixteen 
persons lost their lives and' more 
than 60 others were In hospitals 
with Injuries suffered 
In a fire 
which gutted the Study Club, night 
club on the edge of the downtown 
theatre district, early today. 
One hundred and thirty patrons 
and 40 employes, Including enter- 
tainers, were In the night club when 
flames broke through the wall at 
the first- floor and swept up the 
main stairway, cutting off the only 
means of egress. 
Patrolman James McGuire, who 
discovered the" blaze, ran to a near- 
by fire box, and returned to find 
the flam A and smoke roaring up 
the staircase. Before patrons and 
employes were aware of their dan- 
ger, the fire was upon them. 
A 
cigarette girl was suffocated by the 
hot fumes as she stood in the cen- 
ter of the dance floor and 'dropped 
down over her tray. Her body was 
found by firemen. 
Bodies piled In Boom. 
Many patrons rushed for safety 
Into a small dressing room, seven 
by 15 feet, in the rear of the build- 
ing. Thirty of them were found 
piled unconscious In the tiny space 
when firemen broke into the room. 
.Several of them were dead. Oth- 
|ers were badly Injured. 


The interior of the building was 
ruined, but the exterior presented 
an almost unblemished appearance 
save for broken windows and a fire 
escape which hung useless. 
Marty Cohen, proprietor of the 
club, and Robert Jackson, master 
of oeremonies, were closeted with 
police this morning. Cohen attrib- 
uted the fire to rivals in business. 
The Study Club had been operating 
for about a year and had prospered. 
Situated on Vernor highway, about 
six blocks from the heart of the 
city and Just off Woodward ave- 
nue, the main north and south ar- 
tery of Detroit, It had acquired a 
wide reputation. 
' 
Proprietor Absent. 
Cohen was not in the place at the 
time of the fire. 
Another night 
club, the Lido, had Its opening last 
night, and he had gone to partici- 
pate, he {old police. 
Firemen who tried to enter the 
building through windows, 
found 
the window openings had been cov- 
ered On the inside with wall board. 
All. windows in the second floor 
had, thus been closed, they assert- 
ed. ', 
' 


As firemen and volunteer res- 
cuers carried out victims, taxicabs, 
which had been parked in a lot 
next to the building took them to 
hospitals. 
Squads of ambulances 
arrived soon after the fire appara- 
tus. 
: At Receiving hlspltal 20 men and 
30 women were checked in within 
an hour after the outbreak of the 
fire. Other hospitals in the. city 
cared for other injured; 
Nurses, 
internes and physicians were sent 
to receiving hospital to aid in treat- 
ing the injured. 


Suffocation Cause of Deaths. 
Some of the victims were dead 
on arrival at the hospitals. 
Most 


of the fatalities, physicians said, 
resulte'd from suffocation. Identi- 
fication of the dead was difficult 
because of the badly burned cloth- 
ing and the disfigurement which 
follows suffocation. 
State and city fire commission- 
ers Investigating the blaze with 
the police declared this morning 
that .they could find no evidence' 
that the fire -was of incendiary ori- 
gin. 'Draperies and light, flimsy 
decorations, they said, accounted 
for the rapid spread of the flames, 
as did ventilating fans and the ar- 
chitecture of the building. 


% The fire camo at the peak of the 
night's business. Patrons who had 
dropped In for a luncheon after the 
theatre had just settled themselven 
to the enjoyment of the entertain- 
ment which was offered by the club 
when the cry of "fire" came. 


Clothing Torn Off 
, 
In the struggle to escape the 
flames and smoke, clothing was 
torn from men and women, pre- 
venting immediate Identification of 
some of those taken to the morgue. 


The fire which according to all 
accounts started 
In the 
dining 
room, was worst about the stair- 
way. For several minutes passers- 
by made futile efforts to enter, and 
then several taxicab drivers, led 
by Fred Sweet, braved the flames 
and got into the room. They car- 
ried a number of men and women 
out of the door and tried to estab- 
lish a rescue line through the one 
available window. 


In addition to Receiving hospital, 
a city Institution, St. Mary's hos- 
pital and the nearby Savory hotel 
were pressed Into service to care 
for the injured. Forty-eight physi- 
cians and three score nursea cared 
for victims. 


Three Investigations were under 
way early today. One was begun 
by Gabe S. Goldwater, fire marshall 
who expressed opinion the confla- 
gration was. accidental. The other 
investigations weer under the direc- 
tion of Paxton Menbelssohn, of the 
fire prevention bureau of the board 
of 
commerce and R. J. Morris, 
deputy state fire marshal.

GERMAN MYSTERY WARSHIP 


TO PLAY IMPORTANT PART 


IN NAVAL DISARMAMENTS 


WASHINGTON, Sept 21. 
Germany'* new mystery warship— 
a 10,000-ton craft mounting six 11- 
inch gun* and capable of a wide 
cruising radlous at hglh speed— 
seems destined to play an import- 
ant part In any future naval limi- 
tation conference that deals with 
capital fighting ships. 
In the judgment of some Ameri- 
can naval officers this would be 
especially so if there should be a 
move in 1936 to abolish the bat- 
tleship, as has. been suggested un- 
officially in recent months, since 
the beginning of the present angle- 
American negotiations for limiting 
tonnage of auxiliary fleet craft. 


With Germany possessing 
six 


ships of the characteristics of the 
one now completed, it is argued in 
naval circles that the other sea 
powers would be unable to do away 
with their own capital ship fleets 
without changes 
in the present 
agreement whlch*fixes eight inches 
a* the limit of the bore of guns to 
be mounted on other than battle- 
ships. 
Under the terms of the Treaty of 
Versailles, Germany Is permitted to 
build six ships of 10,000 standard 
tons, or about 12.500 tons displace- 
ment without limitation of any 
kind as to the size of the guns that 
might be mounted on them.

grouped as a single cause of 
death lead the list of causes 
of death in our mortality 
statistics. 


It is pointed out that ev- 


ery person has blood pres- 
sure. A certain amount of 
pressure is necessary in or- 
der to make the blood flo\v 
through the circulatory ves- 
sels of the body. The ac- 
tual pressure depends on 
four physical factors: 
(1) 


the force of the heart beat; 
(2) the resistance caused by 
friction through the vessels; 
(31) the elasticity of the ves- 
sel walls; 
arid 
(4) 
the 


amount of blood. 


An average blood pres- 


sure has been established by 
thousands of examinations 
made on normal persons. 
This average 
pressure va- 


ries according to age. How- 
ever, perfectly healthy indi- 
viduals may deviate from 
this average. It also shows 
marked variation in 
the 


same individual from hour 
to hour throughout the day. 
The upper limit of normal 
blood pressure for the aver- 
age individual has been stat- 
ed to be equal to his age in 
yiears plus 100. 


The factors which influ- 


ence blood pressure 
are 


many and varied* Exercise, 
excitement, and anger cause 
increased pressure, whereas 
nervous depression 
often 


causes the blood pressure to 
fall. Certain diseases, no- 
tably .^right's disease, vari- 
ous chronic infections, and 
chronic poisoning raise the 
blood pressure, while debili- 
tating diseases, such as tu- 
berculosis, are often asso- 
ciated with low blood pres- 
sure. Heredity is also a fac- 
tor. 
Blood pressure 
de- 


pendq, partly 
upon 
the 


amount of elastic tissue in 
our arteries. Some families 
noted for their longevity con- 
stitute a group having espe- 
cially good arteries. Other 
family groups are unfortu- 
nate enough to inherit and 
transmit poor arteries, that 
is, arteries which have too 
little-elastic tissue in them. 
As age advances, thickening 
of the arteries .inevitably oc- 
curs, and persons who have 
the best heritage in this 
spect have the best chances 
for old age. 
The popular 


statement that a man is as 
old as his arteries 
quite applicable. 


Sometimes a c e r t a i n 


amount of increased pres- 
sure is necessary, and in this 
case there is ground for op- 
timism; but there are limits 
beyond which the rise may 
become dangerous in itself. 
This limit varies quite mark- 
edly with different persons, 
but it is generally consider- 
ed that if the pressure can 
be kept l?e]ow 200 the indi- 
vidual is relatively safe from 
dangerous developments dire 
directly to the high blood 
pressure. 


Treatment consists 
prin- 


cipally in a proper regimen, 
directed chiefly toward pre- 
venting the complications 
and relieving the symptoms. 
With the he^rt under in- 
creased strain, it-is evident 
that rest constitutes 
the 


greatest protection for this 
organ. The amount of ex- 
ercise should be decided up- 
on by the family physician. 
Food is a factor in treat- 
ment; but it is now believed 
that a consideration of the 
quantity of food—a restric- 
tion in amount—rather than 
quality is of the greatest im- 
portance. 
The giving of 


drugs is usually disappoint- 
ing, but in emergenceis they 
may be life saving. 


The person with a high 


blood pressure 
should not 


become a "high blood pres- 
sure 
fiend," 
constantly 


thinking, talking, and living 
his high blood pressure. He 
should adopt a 
cheerful 


frame of mind, shun too fre- 
qunt estimations of the pres- 
sure, avoid physical 
and 


mental, "particularly emo- 
tional 
excesses, and 
get 


plenty of rest, and he may 
live happily with his blood 
pressure to a ripe old age.

HEIRESS FOUND IN 


FEW MILES HOME 


MYSTERY SURROUNDS THE 
D E A T H OF 66-YEAR-OLD 
WOMAN MISSING 3 MONTHS 


FAIRFIELD, Calif., Sept. 20.—W) 
—Mystery surrounding the disap- 
pearance three months ago of Miss 
Edith Wolfskin, 66-year-old heiress 
to an $800,000 estate whose body 
was found near her ranch yester- 
day, deepened today as officers en- 
deavored to determine whether the 
woman had been slain. 
There were indications of foul 
play, according to Sheriff John R. 
Thornton, who said he was unable 
to account for the fact that the 
woman's body was clothed In man's 
overalls. 


Relatives said Miss Wolfskin un- 
der no circumstances would have 
donned men's clothing.

The theory of death by exposure, 
however, was discounted by officers 
who pointed out that the spot where 
the body was found was only a mile 
and a half away from the Wolf- 
skill ranch.

The body was In such an advanc- 
ed state of decomposition that a 
cursory examination did not reveal 
the cause of death.

DROUGHTY CONDITIONS OVER 
LARGE AREAS DURING AUGUST 
SETBACK LIVESTOCK INDUSTRY 


, AUSTIN, Sept. 20.— <SF)— Disap- 
pointment was meted out to 
the 
livestock industry during August, 
according to Bervard Nichols, edit- 
or of the Texas Business Review, 
issued monthly by the bureau of 
business research" at the University 
of Texas. 
"Drouthy conditions existed over 


large areas of the state and ranges 
were extremely dry," Mr. Nichols 
aald. 
"As a result, animals lost 


flesh rapidly, and some little loss 
was reported. Moreover, prices de- 
clined moderately and range trad- 
ing was practically ot a standstill. 
Because of dry ranges, some pro- 
ducers were forced to send poor 
animals to market whereas they 
should have kept them on grass 
until lated. This forced marketing 
helped to weaken prices. 
"Ranges generally were poorer on 


September 1 than they have been 
for several years. 
On that date, 


the Unfted States department of 
agriculture rated cattle ranges at 
7G per cent of normal, a loss of 
nine points for the month and ten 
points under the condition on Sep- 
tember 1, 1928. Cattle were placed 
at 83 per cent, down five points 
from the month previous and 
six 


points under the rating last year on 
September 1. 
Recent widespread 


rains have broken the drouth so 
that the next report is likely to be 
favorable. The heavy movement of 
unfinished animals to market, has 
been checked for Uhc present 
at 


least. 


"Sheep deteriorated five points 


during the month and were placed 
at 82 per cent, compared to 89 per 
cent on September 1, 1929. Goats 
fell six points and were rated at 85 


per cent of normal, or five points 
under the condition on the same 
date a year ago. Sheep and goat 
ranges were rated at 75 per cent, 
twelve points under the condition 
last year. Lambs failed to grow as 
they should have done and it will 
require, several weeks on good feed 
to make up the growth. The wool 
market displayed a 
firmer tone, 


with prices in Boston a little high- 
er than the month previous. Fall 
shearing of sheep and goats is well 
along In southern counties. 


"Although demand for dairy pro- 


ducts is holding up, supplies appear 
to be in excess of demand. Cold 
storage holdings of both butter and 
canned milk are larger than those 
of last 
year. 
Butter 
advanced 


nearly 2 cents a pound, over the 
month, but prices are still consider- 
ably under those of last year at 
this time. Markets for poultry and 
eggs are fairly good; eggs especial- 
ly are in good demand at higher 
prices. 


"Total receipts at Fort Worth fell 


under those 1n both July and Au- 
gust a year ago, the loss being due 
in smaller shipments of cattle and 
calves. A total of 155,808 animals

was unloaded in Fort /worth In 
August. This compares with 165,368 
head in July and 182,037 head in 
August, 1928. 
"Prices were lower on all classes 


of animals, and reached the lowest 
quotations In a long time. Prime 
beef steers on the Fort Worth mar- 
'ket for the week ending September 
15 were bringing 13 cents for tops, 
but the bulk went mostly at 9 1-2 
cents. Calves brought 11 3-4 cents, 
down 1 1-4 cents in the month, and 
the handy-weight class of ho'gs de- 
clined nearly .a cent and sold for 
10 1-2 certts. 
Muttons declined 1 


1-2 cents and cleared at 7 cents, 
while top lambs brought 10 1-2 cents 
to 11 cents, down 1 cent for the 
month."
